Extract  from  a Report  of  tiie  Committee  of  the 
Honourable  the  Privy  Council,  approved  by 
His  Excellency  on  the  8th  January,  1870. 
rpHE  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under  consid- 
1 eration  the  annexed  Memorandum,  dated  6th 
January,  1870,  from  the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  Justice 
with  reference  to  the  requirements  of  the  109th  and 
following  sections  of  the  Act  32-33  Vic.,  Cap.  29, 
respecting  the  rules  to  be  observed  on  the  execution  of 
judgment  of  death  on  any  prisoner  after  the  coming 
into  effect  of  that  Act  (1st  January,  1870),  and  they 
humbly  advise  that  the  recommendations  submitted  in 
the  said  Memorandum  be  approved,  and  that  the 
rules  and  regulations  therein  set  forth  be  sanctioned 
under  the  provisions  of  the  118th  section  of  the  Act 
referred  to.

The  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that  by 
the  32  and  33  Vic.,  cap.  29,  sec.  109,  judgment  of 
death  to  be  executed  on  any  prisoner  after  the  coming 
into  force  of  that  Act  (1st’ January,  1870)  shall  be  car- 
ried into  effect  within  the  walls  of  the  prison  in  which 
the  offender  is  confined  at  the  time  of  execution. 

The  following  sections  detail  the  persons  who  shall 
be  present  at  the  execution  ; the  mode  in  which  the 
death  shall  be  certified,  and  Coroner’s  inquest  held 
thereon,  and  the  place  of  burial  of  the  body. 

By  section  118  it  is  provided  that  the  Governor  in 
Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and 
regulations,  to  be  observed  on  the  execution  of  judg- 
ment of  death  in  every  prison,  as  he  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  expedient,  for  the  purpose,  as  well  of  guard- 
ing against  any  abuse  of  such  execution,  as  also  of 
giving  greater  solemnity  to  the  same,  and  of  making 
known  without  the  prison  walls  the  fact  that  such 
execution  is  taking  place. 

The  sections  in  question  are  taken  from  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Imperial  Statute,  31  Vic.,  cap.  24,  with 
which  they  are  identical,  except  that  the  rules  and 
regulations  mentioned  in  section  118,  to  be  made  by 
the  Governor  in  Council,  are  under  the  Imperial 
Statute  to  be  made  by  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State. 

The  undersigned  has  deemed  it  advisable  to  ascer- 
tain what  steps  were  taken  in  England  to  carry  out 
that  portion  of  the  Act,  and  he  has  obtained  a copy 
of  the  rules  taade  by  Mr.  Secretary  Gathorne  Hardy, 
and  whichjjappear  to  have  been  promulgated  by  him 
on  the  13th  August,  1868. 

The  undersigned  is  of  opinion  that  the  same  so  far 
as  suited  to  Canada  should  be  adopted  for  the  Domin- 
ion, and  he  therefore  recommends  that  the  following 
rules  be  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  32  and  33  Vic.,  cap.  29,  for  regu- 
lating the  execution  of  capital  sentences,  that  is  to 
say  : — 

1.  For  the  sake  of  uniformity  it  is  recommended 
that  the  executions  should  take  place  at  the  hour  of  8 
a.m. 

2.  The  mode  of  execution  and  the  ceremonial  attend- 
ing it,  to  be  the  same  as  heretofore  in  use. 


3.  A black  flag  to  be  hoisted  at  the  moment  of 
execution  upon  a staff  placed  on  an  elevated  and  con- 
spicuous part  of  the  prison,  and  to  remain  displayed 
for  one  hour. 

4.  The  bell  of  the  prison,  or,  if  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  that  purpose,  the  bell  of  the  parish  or  other 
neighbouring  church,  to  be  tolled  for  15  minutes  before 
and  15  minutes  after  the  execution. 

The  undersigned  further  recommends  that  any  Order 
in  Council  to  be  passed  on  this  report  be  communicated 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Provinces  to  the 
Lieutenant-Governors  of  the  several  Provinces.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published.

Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  he  suspended  or  modified  as 


aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.
